The advantages: which the Church propoſes to herſelf, 
from our due obſervance of this penitential exerciſe, are 
many and great. But let it ſuffice to ſpeak of that which 


is the firſt and moſt obvious end of faſting: namely the 


ſatisfaction of the Divine juſtice provoked by our fins, 
In truth how powerfully muſt this motive operate, at the 

preſent time, on the mind of every thinking chriſtian! 
What dreadful calamities, ſpiritual and temporal, do not 
ve ſee the avenging ſword of God's wrath actually deal- 
ing amongſt millions of our neareſt neighbours! And how 
much reaſon have we to fear, leſt our crimes and neglect 
of the divine graces may call down upon us the like 

 chaſtiſements of divine vengeance! |
